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JUNIATA COLLEGE HISTORY 


Nathaniel Hawthorne, in one of his matchless stories 
describes a young man, who, year after year, looked 
upon The Great Stone Face (hewn by the hand of nature 
in the rocky cliff of a great mountain gorge) until the 
high ideal he associated with the image was realized in 
his own life. 

And it is true: character is insensibly molded and 
strengthened by physical surroundings. No one can 
spend four years on College Hill and drink in the 
loveliness from every side of Juniata’s walls and not 
be better and purer, the educational and cultural ad- 
vantages offered and not evolve a better citizen. 

Juniata is the excellent small college it is today 
only becauge many devoted believers in Christian 
education spent a great deal of their lives working and 
praying that this school might continue to function. 
Such a man was Prof. J. M. Zuck, founder of what 
is now Juniata College. 

Three students came to class that April morning 
back in 1876, and the first class of the Huntingdon 
Normal School was begun. In 1878 College Hill be- 
came the new home of Juniata. Throughout the years, 
from Founders Hall in 1878 to the new Residence Hall 
for Men in 1955, Juniata has been constantly improving 
the appearance of its campus with new structures—and 
this program is continuing. Within the next seven 
years a women’s dormitory, a library and a home eco- 
nomics building will be constructed at a total cost of 
about $1,500,000. 

Not only has the appearance constantly been im- 
proving, but also the academic standards of the school 
have risen to the point where Juniata is recognized as 
one of the best small colleges in the East. For instance, 
Hampton’s Small College Annual for 1956 listed Juniata 
among 29 “representative small colleges” of the eastern 
independents. 

From Freshman Days through Commencement Juni- 
ata was afire with activity last year. In September the 
Indians continued their almost unbeaten football streak 
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until it lead to the Tangerine Bowl tie with Missouri 
Valley in Orlando, Fla. A record of 23 wins was halted, 
but Juniata remains undefeated. The basketball team, 
playing colleges out of its class, nevertheless managed 
an impressive 14-7 season. 

Other college activities included the leadership con- 
ference, held prior to the opening of classes in the fall; 
the faculty reception; Homecoming Day activities; the 
all-college musical hit, Brigadoon; the World Service 
Fund drive; All-Class Night; Christmas activities, in- 
cluding a pageant, a banquet, a formal dance, the dec- 
orations contest between the classes and the JCA party 
for less fortunate children; Spiritual Emphasis Week; 
a week tour by the acapella choir; the Masque 
production of The Glass Menagerie; campus elections, 
the fieriest in recent years; Move-up Day; the May 
Festival, and graduation activities. 


Among social activities on campus were a mas- 
querade party, a box social, the Christmas dance, the 
Valentine dance, the spring carnival and the huge for- 
mal dance presented by the community at which a 
big-name band provides the music. 


Such artists as Bidu Sayao, Ruth Draper, the 
Hedgerow Players, the Vienna Choir Boys, George 
Markey, St. Olaf Lutheran Choir and Grant Reynard 
entertained on campus during the past year. This list 
of activities impresses one with the fact that the social 
side of college life, an improtant one, is certainly not 
neglected. 

During the coming year the new residence hall 
for women will be constructed at a cost of over half 
a million dollars. Plans and architects’ drawings show 
the building to be functional, but impressive, modern 
and attractive. 


Juniata’s history, both remote and recent, is em- 
braced with pride by all who are familiar with it. Those 
coming into contact with Juniata for the first time will 
soon become devoted to the college and regard its back- 
ground as one with which they certainly want to be 
associated, 
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GENERAL INFORMATION 


Living Accommodations 


When first arriving at Juniata you can receive your 
room assignment at the Dean’s office. Each room is 
furnished with single beds, mattresses, a desk, chairs, 
bureaus, and closets with ample storing space. For a 
depoist of $1.00 you will receive a key for your new 
college home. Both men and women students occupy 
double rooms with the exception of senior girls who 
have single rooms. 

There are two men’s dorms; the Cloister where 
most freshmen will live, and the new men’s dorm 
which was just completed last year. 

Women’s dormitories are N. J. House, Home Man- 
agement House, and the main dorm consisting of Brum- 
baugh, Oneida, and Founders Halls. 


Meals 


The College dining room is located on the first 
floor of Oneida Hall, There are two outside entrances 
available for men, while the women’s entrance is on 
the first floor. However in rainy weather, the men may 
come in the girl’s entrance. Weekday table assignments 
are made by the Student Senate and change about every 
three or four weeks. A student table head is assigned 
to each table. On weekends a reserved table system 
allows you to sit with whomever you please. Occasion- 
ally upon the last day of vacations, the evening meal is 
held at Totem Inn where meal tickets can be gotten 
at designated times. When the new women’s dormi- 
tory is completed there will be dining room facilities 
for approximately 200 students. 


Dress 


In regard to the sort of clothes you should bring 
along to college, your present wardrobe will probably 
be sufficient. For classes girls wear the usual skirts 
and sweaters. You are permitted to wear slacks to 
afternoon labs. Just recently a new rule was put into 
effect which states the certain times and places where 
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girls are permitted to wear Bermuda shorts. Evening 
and Sunday noon meals are “dress up” affairs, in that 
they call for hosiery. There are several formal recep- 
tions, dances, and parties throughout the college year 
so you may need a formal or two. 

Men wear slacks, sweaters, and jackets to class 
and of course a suit is a “must”, At evening meals 
men are expected to wear a coat and tie. A tux is 
never needed. 


Books and Supplies 
The campus book store, located at Totem Inn, is 
open at various, specified times throughout the day. 
Books, supplies, and incidentals may be purchased here. 


Transportation 


The College is located on the direct line of the 
Pennsylvania Railroad, making vacation and weekend 
traveling less difficult. Frequently, at vacation time, 
the railroad arranges special rates and stops for groups 
of students traveling to the same destination. The Fourth 
Street Transit maintains bus service to the downtown 
area. Buses stop at the College every twenty minutes— 
on the half hour, ten of, and ten after the hour. 


Bulletin Boards 


Various information about campus affairs is posted 
on the bulletin boards located in the following places: 

Opposite the President’s office in Founder’s Hall— 
Official notices, student life calendar, as well as student 
notices. 

First floor of Student’s Hall and Dean of Men’s 
Office—Notices of special interest to students in regard 
to job and educational activities. 

Science Hall, first floor—Chemistry, physics and 
biology notes. 

Home Economics Building—Information for home 
economics students. 

Outside the women’s gymnasium—Subjects pertain- 
ing to physical education, 
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Outside the Dining Room—Women’s Dormitory 
notices, especially from the Dean of Women. 


Laundry Facilities 


In the basement of Brumbaugh Hall and in the 
New Men’s Dormitory there are laundry rooms where 
automatic washers and dryers can be used for a nominal 
fee. These rooms are open every day except Sunday 
from 6:00 a. m. to 9:00 p. m. A student representative 
from a downtown dry cleaning establishment makes 
weekly collections. 


Linen Supply Service 


For $26 a year a student representative of a com- 
mercial laundry will supply sheets, pillow cases and 
towels to those students who do not want to supply and 
launder their own.

Medical Attention 


For minor illnesses, a College Infirmary, located 
behind the Dining Hall, is available to the students. 
Two resident nurses and two college physicians treat 
the students. For more serious illnesses the student is 
oe to the J. C. Blair Memorial Hospital in Hunting- 
on. 
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Insurance 


Students are protected by the Juniata College Stu- 
dent Insurance Plan twenty-four hours a day, on campus 
or off, commencing with the student’s arrival at Col- 
lege, and continuing throughout the school year. In 
addition, a special provision of the Plan extends insur- 
ance automatically to protect the student while travel- 
ing directly to College at the opening of the school year 
and while returning directly home after school closes 
in June. 


Procedures for Treatment (of injuries likely to in- 
volve coverage by insurance): 

1. Injured, other than Varsity Athletics, will go to 
the Infirmary for start of treatment. 

2. The nurse on duty will be responsible for notify- 
ing physician immediately as to extent of injury. 

3. In the case of Varsity Athletic injuries, the 
Trainer shall be responsible for notifying the physician 
of the case in order to start treatment. 

4, No insurance coverage can be made unless Col- 
lege Physician assumes responsibility for treatment and 
claim forms have been placed in his hands. 

5. No X-Ray is authorized unless so directed by 
physician in charge. 

6. Nurse and trainer will submit details of each 
case to Director of Physical Education. 


7. Any deviation from the above procedure auto- 
matically makes the injured person responsible for pay- 
ment of all incurred obligations and completion of 
proper insurance forms within the prescribed policy 
limits. 

That is: 

a. Off campus injury. 

b. Service of a physician other than a college 
physician. 

c. Eye and tooth injuries which have specific 
policy limitations. 

8. It is strongly urged that each student thoroughly 
familiarize himself with the provisions of the Student 
Health and Infirmary Service Plan, which can be found 
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in a pamphlet distributed by the College soon after you 
arrive at Juniata, and which is available throughout the 
year. 


Social Rooms 


The social rooms, located in Brumbaugh Hall, pro- 
vide a congenial atmosphere for relaxation after meals, 
the entertainment of guests, or saying goodnight to your 
date. All students, whether resident or non-resident, 
are welcome to make use of these rooms. However, 
the College suggests that they do not be used during 
class hours, nor on Sundays before noon or after 10:00 
p. m. The social rooms are closed at 10:30 p. m. to 
men students, but are open until 12:00 p. m. for those 
women students wishing to study there. 


Smoking 


Men may smoke in their dorms, on the Cloister 
patio, and in the men’s day student room located in 
the basement of Student’s Hall. Smoking is prohibited 
on campus, Totem Inn, and women’s residence halls, 


Day Students 


Day students have access to the same facilities 
open to resident students. Moreover, there are several 
arrangements which have been made for the express 
purpose of meeting the day student’s need. A club 
room for the women on the first floor of Founder’s 
Hall has been furnished with study tables and a piano, 
and lockers are situated in the corridor. For non-resi- 
dent women wishing to remain on campus overnight, 
there is a bedroom available by obtaining permission 
from the Dean of Women. 


Mail 


The College post office is located in Totem Inn 
where two students share an assigned box. Mail ad- 
dressed to Juniata College, Huntingdon, Pennsylvania 
will: be: received; distribution of mail would be easier 
and speedier if the box number is included.

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ACADEMIC REGULATIONS 


Information concerning the program of studies and 
probation is contained in the Academic Guide for Stu- 
dents which is a separate publication of the college 
administration. 


Class Absences 

It is the official policy at Juniata that students 
must be regular in class attendance in order that the 
college experience may be of maximum value. There 
is no “cut system” prevalent. 

Students are expected to attend all class and lab- 
oratory sessions. When absence is unavoidable, the 
dean of men and the dean of women are entrusted 
with certifying the reason to all instructors through the 
agency of the student. Unavoidable absences include 
a student’s illness, illness or death in his immediate 
family, a college approved activity, or an emergency. 
Nurses at the college infirmary certify absences due to 
illness. A student who is on the Dean’s List has the 
privilege of unlimited class absence as long as his status 
remains thus. 


Chapel Attendance 


Chapel services are held three times per week 
throughout the college year and no student is permitted 
to miss more than six chapel services each semester. 
Each student is assigned a seat at the beginning of the 
year which he must occupy during chapel programs. 
Students who fail to comply with these regulations facs 
the possibility of expulsion. If a senior has more than 
the limit of chapel “cuts” his graduation will be con- 
ditioned. 


FINANCIAL MATTERS 


Scholarships 
Each year the college awards a number of scholar- 
ships and grants-in-aid to deserving students. Freshmen 
may apply for these at the office of admissions. All 
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upper-classmen apply at the office of the treasurer. No 
student may hold more than one Juniata scholarship 
at any time. 


Self Help 


There are numerous opportunities for self-help on 
campus. Women are employed in the dining hall, the 
snack shop, the library, the offices, and at the telephone 
switchboard. Men are employed in the library, the 
snack shop, the bookstore, the offices, the physical 
education department, the kitchen, the dining hall, and 
at the telephone switchboard. Application for self 
help should be made to the office of treasurer. 


FRESHMAN REGULATIONS 


“What’s on page 59 of your Scout?”, “Answer 
that phone!” “10:00—Time’s up, girls.—familiar and 
distasteful sounds to the green ears of Juniata frosh, 
who must learn to abide by sacrosanct tradition. Woe 
be unto he who dares to violate it! For the first couple 
of months freshmen are hemmed in by regulations and 
stipulations galore, but gradually they are lifted until 
by the end of the first year frosh are almost normal 
humans. Then, of course, it’s nice to look forward to 
the sophomore year, when YOU will be on the other 
side of the counter, dishing out the orders. 


For your inconvenience, here are the regulations 
which will become all too real to you in just a few 
short months. 


For The Entire Year 


1. All freshmen shall follow the customary prac- 
tice of greeting fellow students with a friendly “hello.” 

2. Freshmen shall perform such duties as press 
club, flag duty, telephone duty, and all other duties 
specified by the underclassmen committee. 

3. Freshmen are required to attend all pep rallies, 
home football games, student and freshmen meetings, 
and freshmen assembly. 
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4. In keeping with college custom, freshmen men 
will wear coats and ties to the weekday evening and 
Sunday noon meals, 

5. Freshmen shall show due respect to faculty and 
upperclassmen at all times: 

(a) There shall be no preceding at any time, 
including the dining hall. 

(b) Freshmen are always expected to hold 
doors for faculty and upperclassmen. 

(c) Freshmen shall not occupy the head of the 
table unless there are no upperclassmen 
present, 

Until Move-Up Day 

6. Freshmen shall not use the front steps of Found- 
ers Porch, the diagonal leading to Students Hall or the 
diagonal leading from the women’s dorm to Totem Inn, 
from the moment they arrive on campus until Move-up 
Day. 

7. Freshmen women are required to be in the dorm 
by 10 p. m. on weekdays and Sundays, ‘Twelve o'clock 
is the Saturday night deadline. After Move-up Day, 
freshmen women are given 10:30’s, 


Until Homecoming 


8. All freshmen will be expected to purchase and 
wear the regulation dink. 

9. All freshmen women are required to wear one 
dark blue and one yellow sock—even to dinner, 

10. All freshmen men shall wear the regulation tie 
around their necks. No other tie may be worn in ad- 
dition to the four-in-hand. The ties are available at the 
college bookstore. 

11. Name tags shall be worn visibly at all times, 
meaning outside the coat. They may be purchased at 
designated places on campus. 

12. Freshmen must carry their Scout at all times. 

13. Regulations six to ten are effective from Mon- 
day morning breakfast until 5 p. m. Saturday, both on 
and off campus. These regulations go into effect at 
Thursday morning Convocation. 
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14. If the freshmen lose two out of three contests 
to the sophomores at Homecoming—men’s touch foot- 
ball, tug-of-war, and girl’s hockey—these regulations 
will be enforced for one additional week. In event of 
a tie in any contest, it will be considered a win for the 
freshmen. 


Additional Rules 


15. All cheers and songs found in the Scout must 
be memorized within two weeks after the start of school. 
This includes all three stanzas of the Alma Mater. 


16. All freshmen men and women must be in their 
rooms at 8 p. m. on court nights and be prepared to 
appear before the court if they are called. Non-resi- 
dent students shall be notified the day of court if they 
are to appear. 


17. All freshmen must remain on campus the weck- 
ends of home football games and Homecoming. 


18. The freshman class shall not organize until after 
Homecoming. 


19. Freshmen must be familiar with all material 
contained in the Scout. 


20. When the time arrives for initiation on Home- 
coming weekend, remember that this affair is to be 
conducted in an organized manner. 


(a) Please refrain from damaging, destroying, 
or in any way marring college, public or 
private property. 

(b) Do not physically injure anyone. 

(c) The time for the beginning of the initiation 
shall be set at the discretion of the under- 
classmen committee and the student senate 
and it shall extend until 5:30 p. m. Satur- 
day on Homecoming weekend, under the 
supervision of the chairman of underclass- 
mem the underclassmen committee, the 
sophomore class, and the student senate 
and its faculty advisers. 
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21. New freshmen entering in February are expected 
to wear the regulation name tags for a period of two 
weeks. 

22. Disregard for any of the above regualtions will 
be deemed sufficient reason for summons to appear at 
the freshman court. 

23. The underclassmen committee reserves the right 
to change any rules or regulations it deems necessary. 

That’s it . . . enjoy your freedom while it lasts! 


HOUSE REGULATIONS 


Women’s Residence Halls 


After you have been at Juniata for several weeks 
you will be glad that there are some rules and regu- 
lations in the dorms. Both you and your dorm neigh- 
bors will benefit from them for they are merely ways 
of being considerate of others. 

1. Quiet: Try to keep things relatively quiet in 
the dormitories at all times, but especially remember 
these study hours: 

All morning 
1:30-4:30 p. m. 
7:30-10:30 p. m. 

Many things could disturb someone who is trying 
to study, so watch the volume of your radio and record 
player, disturbances in the halls, and slamming of doors. 
If you have your fun without making noise, your neigh- 
bors will be able to study and vice versa when you have 
a big test. 

2. Signing Out: Signing out is to your advantage 
in case you get unexpected phone calls or guests. 

Sign out whenever you leave town. Unless cir- 
cumstances of travel do not permit it, and the Dean 
of Women is informed, you should return from your 
weekends off campus by the time the dorm closes. 

If you plan to stay at a home other than your own 
for a week end or to ride in a car anywhere except 
within the vicinity of the campus, you must have written 
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permission granted by your parents or guardians and 
filed with the Dean of Women. 

Remember: do your own signing in and out. 

3. Smoking: Smoking is not allowed anywhere in 
the dormitories or on Campus. 


4. Drinking: Of course, it is understood that col- 
lege women at Juniata never drink. The use of alco- 
holic beverages is prohibited. 

5. Dress: Slacks are “neat” for picnics and loafing 
around, but they have no place in the classroom, the 
dining room, or in the library. Slacks are not per- 
mitted at any of the college functions except baseball 
games and then only if they are neat. 

Bermuda shorts with knee socks may be worn 
any time slacks are permitted. 

When you wear shorts to and from the tennis 
courts, please slip on a long coat. 

Juniata women always dress for dinner in the eve- 
nings. (This means no socks.) 

6. Electrical Equipment: You may bring your own 
radio provided it has a built-in aerial. Other electrical 
equipment such as hot plates, irons or popcorn poppers 
may be brought provided all wires have been checked 
and are in proper and safe conditions. 

7. Babysitting: If you plan to go babysitting and 
expect to be later than 11:30, you must notify the Dean 
of Women. Any other girl going along as company 
must be in the dormitory by closing hour. No boy- 
friends. are allowed to accompany you on babysitting 
jobs. 

8. Cars: Women resident students are not allowed 
to keep a car on campus except by special permission 
of the Dean of Women. No Freshmen are allowed to 
keep cars. 

9, Overnight Guests: Any student having an over- 
night guest in the women’s dormitory must inform the 
Dean of Women concerning the guest. (This is so that 
the Dean may make the necessary arrangements.) 


10. Hours of return: Seniors, juniors, and sopho- 
mores are to be in the dormitory by 10:30 every week 


; 
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night, Saturday by 12:00 and Sunday by 10:00. 
Freshmen are to be in every night by 10:00, (having 
already said good-night except Saturday when they will 
be granted permission to stay out until 12:00. One 
exception for freshmen: all freshmen must be in their 
rooms by 7:15 on court nights (which will be announced 
at the beginning of the semester.) 
11. Late Permissions: 
11:30 lates will be granted as follows: 
Seniors: First semester—three per month 
Second semester—unlimited 
Juniors: two per month 
Sophomores: one per month 
Freshmen: none 


11:00 lates will be granted to everyone during ex- 
ams, but no special lates will be granted during this 
period. Lates may be accumulated, as long as not 
more than two are taken within one week. 

These rules will remain in effect until Move-Up 
Day at which time freshmen will attain full sophomore 
status and will then be given sophomore lates. 

Students will enter and leave the dormitory after 
10:30 by Founders entrance only. 

12. Men in the Dorms: Men are not allowed in 
the women’s dormitories at any time, except by special 
permission, which may be obtained from the Dean of 
Women. Permission is generally granted when every- 
one is moving in with extra heavy luggage. 

Men’s Residence Halls 

1. Quiet is to be strictly maintained in all houses 
and on the campus during class hours, after 7:30 p. m. 
daily, and on Sundays. 

2. The occupants of rooms are responsible for any 
damage to them. All students in a hall are responsible 
for any damage if the responsible individual is not 
known. Any student willfully destroying college prop- 
erty will be required to pay the cost and a fine. A fine 
will also be imposed upon those who move furniture 
from one room to another. 

3, The House Committee has the right to take 
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action against any house conditions which infringe upon 
the rights of others, 

4, No one who is not a regular student may occupy 
a room in the men’s dormitories without the permission 
of the Dean of Men. When room is available, arrange- 
ments for guests can be made by paying one dollar a 
night per person. 

5, Men are expected to wear coats to the evening 
meal on week-days and the noon meal on Sunday. 

6, Any college official or the Chairman of Men's 
House has the privilege of examining a room at any 
time. 

7. Men should be in by midnight. 

8. Resident students may keep cars on campus 
only on permission from the Dean of Men. Such per- 
mission is not granted to freshman. The cars must be 
parked overnight in an assigned place in the parking lot. 

9, No women are permitted in the men’s dormi- 
tories except in the case of mothers whose visits are 
to be arranged with the Men’s. House or the Dean of 
Men. The lobby of the new dormitory will be open 
to women on Saturdays from 2:00 p. m. to 12:00 a. m., 
on Sundays from 2:00 p. m. to 10:00 p. m., and on 
special occasions as arranged by the Men’s House and 
the Dean of Men. 


The Men’s House Committee 

The Men’s House is composed of students from the 
upper classes whose basic function is that of disciplinary 
regulation of men resident students. This committee 
has the responsibility of maintaining quiet during study 
hours in the dorms, hearing complaints of men resident 
students and seeing that adjustments. are made, and act- 
ing as an intermediary body between the administration 
and the students in various matters pertaining to the 
mens’ residence quarters. 

The committee is composed of a chairman, who 
is also a member of the Student Senate, one appointed 
representative from each dormitory hall, the village, and 
the day students. This committee is approved by the 
administration. 
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THE LIBRARY 


The Juniata College Library, which will play an 
important part in your career on college hill, provides 
information to supplement your formal class sessions as 
well as the wide selections of newspapers from various 
cities, may fill your moments of relaxation. To enjoy 
the privilege of the library, it will be necessary to 
register your name and address and thus receive a bor- 
1ower’s number. 


To help you-enjoy the Library, here is some ad- 
vance information which will benefit you. 


CARD CATALOGUE: This is the key to finding 
any book in the Library; thus it is invaluable and very 
important that you know how to use it. Having a 
large Library at your disposal is a great asset to a col- 
lege student, but not knowing where to find the books 
you want renders the library useless. The catalogue 
contains at least one card for every book in the Library, 
and all the cards are arranged in dictionary form. That 
is, all authors, subjects, and titles are filed in one alpha- 
bet rather than separately, The following points should 
be observed: 


Books by a given author are listed by that author’s 
surname, followed by his given name or initials. 


Books on a given subject are listed by the first 
word of the title with the articles omitted. IF YOU 
DO NOT KNOW HOW TO USE THIS, ASK THE 
LIBRARIAN. 


HOW TO GET A BOOK: Here is a sample of a 
catalogue card: 


(Call No.) 703 Van Loon, Hendrick Willem (author) 
V32 (title) The Arts; written and illustrated by 
Hendrick Willem Van Loon. New York 
(place of publication) 
Simon and Schuster, 1937 (copyright date) 
677 p., illus., 24 cm. (paging, illustration, size) 
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In the upper left corner of the card, in red, are the 
figures and numbers which compose the “call number”. 
Write this number along with the author, title, and 
your name and library number on the white slip which 
can be obtained at the circulation desk. If you need 
only one book of a set, specify the volume number, 
part, or year. Give the call slip to the assistant at the 
desk and wait for the book. This procedure does not 
apply to books on the reserve list for class use (see next 
paragraph). A book procured by the use of a call slip 
may be charged to you for two weeks or for use in the 
library. STUDENTS DO NOT HAVE ACCESS TO 
THE STACK AREA OR THE BASEMENT. All 
books must be requested from the library assistant. 


RESERVED BOOKS: Those books which are re- 
quired for various courses are placed on reserve at the 
circulation desk. Ask for them by author and title. 
These books may be obtained for use in the Library and 
may be taken from the Library only overnight and on 
weekends. After 9:30 p. m. a book may be taken from 
the Library for the night and must be returned before 
9:00 a. m. the following morning. ‘Those books taken 
for the weekend may not be taken before 4:00 p. m. on 
Saturdays and must be returned the following Monday 
by 9:00 a. m. Those reserved books which are in special 
demand may be reserved for your use at any given hour 
of the day for a period of one hour. Books reserved 
for Freshmen introductory courses may be removed to 
the reading rooms or from the library for a period of 
two hours after they have been properly charged. These 
books are subject to the overnight and weekend rules 
pertaining to the other reserved books. 


FINES: All overdue books in the regular two- 
week circulation are charged with a fine of five cents 
per day, including Sundays. If a reserved book is re- 
turned late, the fine is twenty-five cents for the first 
hour, and ten cents for every additional hour until the 
book is returned. For books with only a three-day 
circulation period the fine is twenty-five cents per day. 
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PERIODICALS: Current periodicals are kept on 
the racks and tables in the reading room and in the 
lobby. They may be used freely in the library at any 
time. A listing of those periodicals which the Library 
receives will be found in the east reading room. (See 
diagram on page 29.) 


The Library also maintains a collection of back 
issues of periodicals which may be obtained at the cir- 
culation desk by giving the title of the periodical, the 
volume number, date, and your name. As an aid to 
securing back issues, you should become familiar with 
the use of the READER’S GUIDE, EDUCATION IN- 
DEX, BIOGRAPHY INDEX, and the NEW YORK 
TIMES INDEX. If you do not know how to use these, 
ask the Librarian. PERIODICALS DO NOT CIR- 
CULATE OUTSIDE THE LIBRARY AT ANY TIME. 


REFERENCE BOOKS: All books of general and 
special references are designed by an “R”’ before their 
call numbers. ‘These include encyclopedias, dictionaries, 
and other books of reference value. ‘They are arranged 
by subject in the west reading room of the Library. 
They do not circulate outside the Library. 


PAMPHLET COLLECTION: Such material is filed 
alphabetically by subject in the pamphlet file located 
near the circulation desk. ‘This file also contains a 
collection of interesting mounted illustrations and paint- 
ings and a post card collection is located in the office 
of the Head Librarian. 


GOVERNMENT DOCUMENTS: The College Li- 
brary is a depository for a selected number of federal 
and state government publications. These are not 
classified in the main catalogue; rather, they are in the 
special document check list under the issuing indepen- 
dent agency or bureau. You should become acquainted 
with the MONTHLY CATALOGUE OF GOVERN- 
MENT PUBLICATIONS in order to make the best use 
of government documents. The Librarian or an assis- 
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tant is always present to help you understand the use 
of this card catalogue. Documents are particularly 
valuable for current, especially statistical information. 


PICTURE COLLECTION: The Library holdings 
include a collection of famed art reproductions which 
are available for use in student rooms during the school 
term. They may be obtained at the beginning of the 
fall term and kept until the end of the spring semester. 


CHEMISTRY LIBRARY: On the first floor of 
Science Hall is a special reference library of chemistry 
and physics books and periodicals. This Library has 
its own catalogue, but all of its books are also listed in 
the catalogue of the College Library. 


I. HARVEY BRUMBAUGH BROWSING ROOMS 
Brumbaugh House, at 401 Seventeenth Street, has a 
collection of books for recreational reading. The Span- 
ish Library is also found there. The main Library main- 
tains this homey atmosphere for your enjoyment. 


THE FRESHMAN READING ROOM: A_ new 
addition on campus last year, it was constructed to pro- 
vide a special place for freshmen to study. It is lo- 
cated on the basement level of the College Library, 
and contains the necessary outside reading texts used 
in the freshmen integration courses.

YEARLY EVENTS 


Social events held on College Hill are both nu- 
merous and rewarding. In addition to the following 
traditional ones there are many. smaller events spon- 
sored by the various campus organizations and com- 
mittees. 


A new event this vear will be FRESHMAN HELP 
DAY, a day on which freshmen will participate in help- 
ing themselves through beautifying the campus, and 
others, through various service projects. This year 
Help Day will be held on September 15, and freshman 
men will help complete Operation Recreation (a skat- 
ing pond) while the women will collect books from 
the townspeople for several foreign institutions. 


During the first few weeks several MIXERS will 
be held to give those attending an opportunity to be- 
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come better acquainted with other students on campus. 
Games and informal dancing will be on the agenda for 
these affairs. 


The FACULTY RECEPTION also comes early in 
the year. Your big brother or big sister will bring you 
and introduce you to members of the faculty. Of course 
you'll be dressed in your very best—for the sake of im- 
pression. The faculty goes all out for this affair and 
games and dancing are held in the cleverly decorated 
Memorial Gym. 


In the month of October the entire college com- 
munity takes a day off from classes to journey to one 
of the four state parks in the Huntingdon vicinity. 
This MOUNTAIN DAY is designed as a day of re- 
laxation and pure enjoyment for everybody on College 
Hill. Even the kitchen staff along with plenty of food 
makes. the trip. 


One of the big days in the fall term is HOME- 
COMING DAY. On this day former Juniata students 
return to view the old campus and meet profs and 
classmates. A Homecoming queen reigns over all the 
events of the day: a football game, the freshman sopho- 
more games, campus displays, open house and the 
WAA-J Club dance in the evening. 


PARENTS DAY is held sometime during football 
season when parents are invited on campus to watch a 
game, attend classes, eat in the dining hall, attend open 
house in the dorms and meet the profs. Needless to 
say, everyone’s room is spotless for the occasion. 


The ALL-COLLEGE OPERETTA gives students 
who like to sing a chance to perform. Proceeds from 
the musical go to the Juniata World Service Fund. Last 
year Brigadoon was presented. 


ALL CLASS NIGHT is a night set aside each year 
when the classes present an original 20-minute skit in 
competition for the coveted silver cup. This year the 
{heme of the skits is to be comedy. Students go all 
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out for these productions, devising staging, lighting and 
special effects, The class of °58, which has won two 
years in a row, will be the one to beat. 


During examinations at the end of each semester 
TEAS are held in the social rooms under the sponsor- 
ship of the women’s house committee. These are defj- 
nitely not as formal as the term implies, and those who 
attend have a chance to relax over a snack. 


The Christian background of Juniata is stressed 
during SPIRITUAL EMPHASIS WEEK. The chair- 
man of religious activities attempts to procure an in- 
teresting and challenging minister to lead the week’s 
program. Special worship sessions and dorm discus- 
sions along with lectures by the guest minister high- 
light the week. 


The theatrical group on campus, the Masque, puts 
on a COLLEGE PLAY each year. Any student may 
try out for parts or help with the backstage work. Ten- 
nesee William’s “The Glass Menagerie” was presented 
last spring. 

MOVE-UP DAY marks the turning point in the 
year when each class moves up to assume the position 
they will occupy the following year. This is the day 
the freshmen make their first trip up the diagonal 
(supposedly). Senate, class and club officers are in- 
stalled during the ceremonies, and girls get one more 
late per month. 

Coeds go all out for the MAY DAY BREAKFAST, 
at which the names of the May queen and court are 
disclosed. Beautiful decorations brighten up the dining 
hall, and college women don bright spring cottons. 


The most colorful and festive occasion of the year 
is MAY DAY. It is a day designed to honor the May 
queen, maid of honor, prince charming and the court. 
Gay colors and light spirits are the order of the day, 
with clubs building displays and entertainment provided 
for the students and many guests who are on campus. 

The evening of May Day all students and faculty 
are invited to the JUNIOR-SENIOR RECEPTION. The 
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event is held by the junior class in honor of the senior 
class. 


An ORATORIO is sponsored by the Juniata Col- 
lege Choir during Commencement Week. JC faculty 
and students participate in the choral event. 


The annual COMMENCEMENT climaxes the col- 
lege year. It is marked by the alumni meeting and 
innder, candle-lighting and mantle ceremonies, bacca- 
laureate service, tea with the President and Mrs. Ellis, 
vespers and the graduation exercises. 


Throughout the year special programs. are presented 
for the members of the college community, such as 
programs brought here by the Huntingdon Cooperative 
Concerts Association, of which all Juniatians are mem- 
bers. In addition lectures and special programs are 
presented during the college year, such as music re- 
citals, plays. and entertainers, 


TOTEM INN 


One of the best stories about Juniata will come 
to your attention almost as soon as you arrive on 
campus. For you, like every Juniatian in the past 
student generation, will quickly find your way to Totem 
Inn, the student center. You will discover that Totem 
serves as the center of activity at Juniata. 

But Totem Inn is more than a place, it is a story 
of student initiative at Juniata. For a number of years 
many students at Juniata felt there was a need for a 
social spot on campus. In 1953 the Student Senate 
decided the best way to get a place like this would be 
to undertake it themselves. 

Thus the Totem Inn story began. March 2, 1953 
marked the start of the project, after administration 
approval had been received. That day more than half 
the student body and some of the faculty members turn- 
ed out to begin construction work on the student center. 
The student leaders planned to utilize student labor 
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where feasible and then cover the remainder of the 
costs by campaigning for gifts from parents and friends 
of the College. From the big day in March until the 
end of the school year the students labored to prepare 
the available area for the workmen during the summer. 


However during the summer the costs of the pro- 
ject went far beyond the reach of students so the Col- 
lege stepped in and assumed a big portion of the debt 
so that the job could be finished. At Leadership Con- 
ference that fall the student leaders felt they should 
finish the job that they began. After receiving over- 
whelming support from the general student body they 
worked out a system whereby each student pays $2.00 
a semester until the debt is fully retired, 


So remember when you see the two dollar assess- 
ment on your bill you, like other members of the 
Juniata community, are helping to make possible the 
Totem Inn that is the pride of every Juniata student. 
Juniata students finish a job that they begin!

- . . to promote the best possible relationship be- 
tween the students, faculty, and administration, and in 
order to educate ourselves in the fundamental theories 
and practices of a democratic form of government by 
accepting the responsibility for the performance of 
government ... ”: this is the purpose and aim of the 
Juniata College Student Association, whose representa- 
tive body is known as the Student Senate, as set forth 
in the preamble to its constitution. 


Mote specifically, the Senate has the power to grant 
and revoke charters of student organizations, to deter- 
mine student policies and programs, and to approve all 
programs to be undertaken in the names of the students 
of Juniata College. 


Elected By Majority 


The twelve senators, four officers and eight chair- 
men from the junior and senior classes, are elected each 
year by a majority vote of the entire student body. 
Every March, for several weeks campus politicians take 
over the spotlight and heated campaigns invariably arise. 


Each senator performs the duties of his particular 
office, with the aid and backing of his colleagues, but 
the Senate as a group also undertakes numerous projects 
and performs various services throughout the year. 


Each year, on the weekend before the opening of 
the fall term, the Senate conducts a Leadership Con- 
ference at Camp Kanesatake. Here appointed delegates 
meet to discuss problems and projects of the ensuing 
year. These campus leaders return to the college on 
Sunday to conduct Freshman Days. 


Primarily, then, the function of the Student Senate 
is to serve the student body, but in order to do this, it 
must have the students’ support. 
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CAMPUS CLUBS AND ORGANIZATIONS 


In keeping with the fact that Juniata provides a 
liberal academic education, the college has attempted 
to have clubs that appeal to both the vocational interests 
and the hobbies of the students. It is hoped that every- 
one will find at least one club that will interest him. 
The students are urged to become members of the clubs 
that interest them. 


A Cappella Choir or Touring Choir is composed 
of about thirty-five of the best singing voices on cam- 
pus. This choir makes an annual ten-day tour of 
Pennsylvania and surrounding states. The choir ap- 
pears in churches and high schools employing their 
voices in sacred and secular music. Tryouts are held 
for the choir in the fall and are open to all students. 


The Art Club is the campus organization for those 
students who are interested in painting and sketching. 
The members of this group often take trips off campus 
to provide subjects for their work. 


The Camera Club has a twofold purpose at Juniata. 
This club teaches its members the fundamentals of tak- 
ing and developing pictures plus how to use projection 
machinery. The second purpose of this club is that it 
provides the J. C. publications with pictures. 


The Chapel Choir provides the choral music three 
times a week in chapel services. This choir also pre- 
sents an annual Christmas Pageant. The chapel choir 
gives local performances in Huntingdon at different 
times through the year. Tryouts for the choir are held 
in the fall and are open to all Juniata students. 


The Chemistry Club is made up of all those stu- 
dents majoring in chemistry or associated fields. This 
organization is very valuable to its members as it is an 
opportunity to keep abreast of current scientific devel- 
opments. Experts in the field of chemistry often visit 
Juniata and give lectures to the group. Membership 
is open to all those students who have four credit hours 
in chemistry. 
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The Debate Club participates in numerous debates 
and tournaments with colleges in the surrounding area 
throughout the school year. At the beginning of the 
year, a topic is picked for all debating societies across 
the United States by the national headquarters. During 
the entire year, students debate pro and con on the 
issue. 


The FTA, which stands for Future Teachers of 
America, is composed of those students who intend to 
make teaching their life’s work. The Juniata chapter 
of the FTA provides current information to the teach- 
ers-to-be and often has informed people speak to the 
group, 

The German Club is the organization open to the 
students who are taking the German language and those 
people who are interested in learning more about the 
people, customs, and culture of Germany. 


The Honor Society honors those Juniata students 
who have obtained outstanding scholarly achievement, 
moral integrity, and broad cultural interests. 


The International Relations Club is an organization 
that would be of interest to those students who seek to 
understand the world situation better. Foreign students 
and visiting foreign people often lead the club in dis- 
cussions or speak to the entire group. 


The Inter-Varsity Christian Fellowship hold weekly 
meetings and gives its members an opportunity for Bible 
study and an insight into prayer. The organization also 
discusses missionary work and other religious topics. 


The Varsity J Club is open only to those letter 
winning athletes of Juniata. This organization tries 
to forward the concepts of good sportsmanship and 
good fellowship. The J Club also endeavors to promote 
athletics. 


The Juniata College Band is the big source of en- 
thusiasm at pep rallies and football games as it pro- 
vides stirring martial music and novelty numbers. The 
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band performs during half-time of the football games. 
The band is organized soon after the fall semester be- 
gins and all interested students try out for the band at 
this time. 


Lambda Gamma is the campus organization for 
those students in the homemaking field. 


The Masque is the group at Juniata that takes care 
of dramatics for the student body. This club produces 
workshop plays, parties, and a major production every 
year. Tryouts for the cast and positions for technical 
crews are open to all. 


The Modern Dance is a group of interested per- 
sons who endeavor to explore the possibilities rhythmi- 
cal movement. This group participates in college pro- 
ductions and school entertainment. 


The Outing Club is the campus organization for 
the outdoorsmen and outdoorswomen at Juniata. Out- 
ing trips are planned for the group throughout the year. 
The club owns a cabin, called To-Ke-Sta, near Hunt- 
ingdon and uses it for weekend stays. 


The Pyrenees Club is made up of the JC students 
who are interested in learning about the characteristics 
of Spain and France. The club is open to students tak- 
ing Spanish and French and those people interested in 
the people and customs of these two European coun- 
tries. 


The Scapel and Probe is the unique name for the 
organization especially for biology and pre-med majors. 
This group provides outside speakers, movies, and other 
activities such as trips to hospitals and clinics. Mem- 
bership is open to those students who have four credit 
hours in biology. 


Sigma Gamma is the club for those students 
at Juniata who are sociology majors. The mem- 
bers gain insight into developments and problems in 
their field through the interesting functions that the 
club holds during the college year. 
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The Standing Stone Grotto is composed of the 
speleologists (cave explorers) on College Hill. This group 
holds regular meetings that feature speakers, movies, 
slides, and field trips to local caves, The Standing 
Stone Grotto has taken trips to some of the most in- 
teresting caves in Pennsylvania. 


Tke Tycoon Club helps to keep its members, who 
are economics and business majors, up to date on the 
important happenings in the business world. The group 
gets a chance to see the practical aspects of business. 


The Vets Club, which was just recently re-orga- 
nized, is the campus club for all ex-Gl’s. This group 
is quickly taking its place as a real asset to Juniata 
social life. 


The Women’s Athletic Association, better known as 
the WAA, takes charge of all women’s intramural sports 
activities. This organization sets up the girls’ IM 
hockey and basketball and takes part in Penn State’s 
annual Play Day. All Juniata girls are eligible to take 
part. 


Juniata Christian Association 


This organization, better known as the JCA, is the 
interdenominational Christian fellowship at Juniata. 
The JCA seeks to have its members of different de- 
nominations understand one another better and to get 
a chance to think and work together. This group is 
the largest club on campus as its membership is about 
300. The JCA represents the YMCA, the YWCA, and 
the Christian Movement at Juniata College. The Chris- 
tian Association holds weekly meetings during the year, 
In addition to this, the JCA sponsors special interest 
groups, the President’s Bible Class, work projects in 
Huntingdon, the annual Christmas party for under- 
privileged children of the town, and Spiritual Emphasis 
Week. The membership campaign is begun early in 
the fall and all students are urged to join. 
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PUBLICATIONS 


The Alfarata is the name of the Juniata yearbook. 
A synopsis of the events, people, and incidents that 
are memorable during the term is found in the pages 
of the Alfarata. The yearbook, whose price is included 
in the activity fee, is published in the spring. 


The Juniatian is the students’ weekly newspaper on 
College Hill. The paper, which comes out every Friday 
after chapel, contains the up to the minute happenings 
on campts, interesting features, and student opinion. 
The Juniatian is a four page paper with the subscription 
price included in the activity fee, 


The Scout is the handbook that is the ever-present 
companion of freshmen in their first few weeks on cam- 
pus. This handbook is given to the new students by the 
Senate in the hope that it will help the students become 
acquainted with Juniata better and quicker. A word 
of warning to the frosh—keep your Scout with you at 
all times and know what is inside. It will come in 
handy during initiation. 


The Indian is the official program for all home 
football games. ‘This program, which is published by 
the J Club, contains the rosters and interesting informa- 
tion about the Blue and Gold team and its opponents. 


The Tomahawk is the name of the official pro- 
gram for all Juniata home basketball contests. Within 
its covers is contained the pertinent information about 
the Indian court squads—Varsity and JV—and their 
opponents. The program is published by the J Club.

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ATHLETICS 


Juniata College feels that it is important that the 
members of the student body are given the opportunity 
to participate in athletics, whether it be varsity or intra- 
mural, With this in mind, the college has endeavored 
to provide competition for intramural participants as 
well as varsity athletes. The success of the athletic pro- 
gram depends on everyone, and everyone is encouraged 
to take part. It is felt here at JC that the students can 
grow morally, spiritually, and physicially by taking an 
active part in athletics. A growing mind should be 
accompanied by a healthy, growing body. The sports 
program has attempted to provide both participants and 
spectators with enjoyment and the college feels that 
everybody will benefit. 


Seven Major Sports 


Juniata fields teams in seven inter-collegiate sports. 
Those teams are baseball, basketball, tennis, golf, foot- 
ball, track, and cross-country, which is on an _ inter- 
collegiate basis here for the first time this year. For 
those who do not engage in varsity competition, there 
is a well-rounded intramural athletic program. There 
are facilities for both phases of sports participation at 
JC. These facilities include three large athletic fields, 
eleven tennis courts, and a new, well-equipped gym- 
nasium. The gym has space for basketball, tennis, 
volleyball, handball, badminton, gymnastics, and weight- 
lifting. 


Eligibility Rules 

1. There is no “Freshman Rule” at Juniata which 
means that all freshmen have an equal opportunity to 
enter any varsity competition. 

2. Before engaging in any sports activity, each stu- 
dent is required to take a physical examination which 
is given by the college physician. 

3. To represent Juniata in an inter-collegiate con- 
test, the student must be an undergraduate member of 
the college in full curriculum. 
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4. All participants must comply with the eligibility 
rules of the Eastern Collegiate Athletic Conference 
Middle Atlantic States Collegiate Athletic Conference 
and the National Collegiate Athletic Association, all of 
which Juniata College is a member. 


5. All participants must be of amateur status as 
defined by the N. C. A. A. 


6. To be eligible for a team, the student must 
have to his credit 12 hours and six quality points from 
the preceeding semester, Team members failing to 
qualify at the end of the semester shall cease to repre- 
sent the college on such teams at the end of the week 
following each period. 


7. No student playing on a varsity team shall play 
on an intramural team in that sport, or any team out- 
side the college community. Participation on intramural 
teams in other sports will be up to the discretion of 
the individual coaches. 


Qualifications For Varsity Letters 


Football—must play at least one-half of all quar- 
ters. 

Basketball—must play in as many halves as there 
are games. 

Baseball—must play in one-half of all the innings 
played and pitchers must win at least one game. 

Golf—must play half of all the matches and win 
at least one match. 

Tennis—must play one-half of all the matches and 
win one singles and one doubles game. 

Track—must average three points per dual meet. 

Cross-country—qualifications will be determined 
later. 


Intramurals 
A very popular activity on campus is participation 
in the intramural athletic program. A student at Juni- 
ata is urged to take part in this program of recreation. 
The intramurals are open to all members of the 
student body who are not participating in a varsity sport 
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during its season. This program takes in touch football, 
softball, track, soccer, basketball, bowling, and golf, 
Leagues are formed in football, softball, soccer, bowl- 
ing, and basketball. 

This intramural activity is under the direction of 
the Chairman of Athletics, who is a member of the 
student senate. His duties include the organization of 
leagues and teams plus the scheduling of games.

Juniata’s football teams have been an outstanding 
mark of the college for the past few years. Over a 
three year span, the Indians have rung up 23 straight 
victories in regular season play. This feat was topped 
off by a trip to the Tangerine Bowl on New Year’s Day 
of this year. In the game J. C. tied Missouri Valley, 
6-6. 

Juniata’s football fortunes will be under the leader- 
ship of a new coach this year, Ken Bunn. Bob Hicks, 
who coached the last two seasons has gone to coach at 
DePauw University in Indiana. 

Although the team has lost seven top grade seniors, 
there will be a fine group of returning gridders. With 
Drexel, Lycoming, and Moravian on the schedule, Juni- 
ata fans should be in for another year of exciting foot- 
ball. 


Cross-Country 


Cross-country is the newest inter-collegiate sport 
at Juniata. For several years there was a little interest 
in this sport, but it was among the trackmen who 
wanted to work out in the fall. Finally enough interest 
was gathered together to have meets with other colleges 
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last year, but they were not on an official inter-collegiate 
basis. This year cross-country takes its place with the 
other varsity sports. 

The course here is laid out over 4% miles of rug- 
ged terrain. Meets for this fall have been scheduled 
with Albright, Elizabethtown, Muhlenberg, and Frank- 
lin and Marshall. A team will also be sent to the 
Middle Atlantics. 


Basketball 


Dr. T. Arnold “Doc” Greene, Juniata’s basketball 
coach, will be faced with a rebuilding job this winter. 
From last year’s squad, which hung up a fine 14-7 
record, all five starters have graduated, including Juni- 
ata’s all-time scoring recordholder Jake Handzelek. The 
picture is not all black though, as there is a strong nu- 
cleus of returnees plus several promising boys up from 
the JV’s. 

The Indian’s schedule is dotted with such opponents 
as Akron, Bucknell, Geneva, Elizabethtown, Gettysburg, 
and American University. 


Golf 

Golf, under the direction of trainer Bill Germann, 
has been racking up good seasons consistently on Col- 
lege Hill. There are always top-flight performers wear- 
ing the Blue and Gold, ‘The Indian linksmen play their 
home matches on the Huntingdon Country Club golf 
course. 

Juniata engages the likes of Pitt, Johns Hopkins, 
St. Francis and Bucknell on the links. J. C. always 
fairs well in the Western Maryland open and the Middle 
Atlantics. 


Track 


Under the direction of Athletic Director Mike 
Snider, Juniata’s track fortunes are on the rise. Snider 
is forming a well balanced squad with the increased 
number of candidates coming out each year. The Blue 
and Gold meets teams from Bucknell, Gettysburg, and 
Albright on the cinders. The Indians send represent-

A main feature of the basketball season is the an- 
nual game between the W. A. A. (girls) and the “J” 


Club (boys). The contest is held under girls’ rules with 
the fellows wearing boxing gloves.
